Chicago, February 25.—(4)—Six 
men held up a Grand Trunk train in 
the southwestern outskirts of Chicago 
today, cowed crew and passengers with 


*-a fusillade from sawed-off shotguns, 


dynamited the mail car and escaped 
with $133,000 being sent from two 
Chicago banks and two in Harvey, 
lil., near-by industrial center. 

Of the money $80,000 was a con- 
signment from the Chicago federal re- 
serve bank to the First National Bank 
of Harvey and $53,000 was being sent 
to the Bank of Harvey by the First 
National Bank of Chiecago.. The funds 
were to meet the pay rolls of four 
Harvey manufactories which pay by 
check. 7 
Train Robbed Year Ago. 

Less than a year ago the same train 
was held up within two cities blocks 
of where it was today, and upon that 
occasion virtually the same amount of 
money, $135,000, was the robbers’ 
loot. ‘Today's shipments strangely to- 
taled that figure but $2,000 wag sent 
by another route. 


The train was halted at St. Maria’ss 


not a scheduled stop, to permit one 
passenger with a ticket to that point 
to alight. Six men, disguised in khaki 
coveralls and masks dashed upon the 
train. Five of them carried sawed- 
off shotguns and began firing indis- 
criminately, while the sixth rushed to 
the mail car and placed a bomb which 
blew out an opening in the end of the 
car. 

Two of the robbers herded the engi- 
neer and -fireman to the rear of the 
train while the other three, acting 
under orders of one identified as the 
leader because he wore a white mask 
while the others wore black, sprayed 
the steel. sides of the coaches with

Melbourne, Fla., February 25.—(#) 
Pursued by misfortune since its first 
attempt to fly without a stop from 
Detroit to Miami a month ago, the 
Ford “flivver” monoplane was beliey- 
ed to have found a watery grave ai 
sea Off here tonight, bringing deafh 
to its pilot, Harry Brooks, 25. 

Plunging into the Atlantic from a 
low altitude about a mile and a half 
off shore just as dusk fell, a small 
plane answering the. general descrip- 
tion of the “flivver”’ vanished almost 
immediately in the gathering darkness 
and was thought to have carried cown 
with it the man at the controls. Al- 
though the craft was not definitely 
identified, virtually all doubt that it 
was the “flivver’ was removed when 
it became known that Brooks was sey- 
eral hours overdue at Miami on a 
flight from Titusville, 50 miles north 
of here, where he hopped off late this 
afternoon, 

Headed Straight for Sea. | 

Those on shote who witnessed the 
plunge said the small airplane. was 
flying at a height of about 100. fcet 
when it passed over, the city, « quing 
to falter as if it was experiencifg mo- 
tor trouble, and the pilot was seeking 
a place to land. Then it was seen te 
head straight out to sea, a brisk north 
wind at its tail. . 

A little over a mile out it swooped 
downward, appeard to recover its bal- 
ance as though trying to right itself 
and make a turn, then hurtle into the 
water as a wave semed to leap at oub 
of the wings and pull it down. Ac- 
counts of watchers differed as to 
whether the pilot leaped from the 
plane and whether the small craft sank 
immediately or remained for a time 
on the surface, to be hidden from 
view by the darkness. 

Efforts of searchers in a fleet of 
small boats that put out immediate- 
lv. however, failed to find a trace of

Designed for a hillside plot, Plan 298-S emphasizes the quality of 
| appropriateness to site conditions by its use of natural stone and by the 
sloping lines of its English architectural design, which seem to make the 


house grow naturally from the setting. 


The exposure of the cellar foun- 


dation at. one end makes possible full utilization of the modern, light 


basement. Thus, a two-car garage 


and an interestingly fitted up grill- 


room are provided for in the original home built from this plan for Frank 


E. Smith, at Tenafly, N. J. 


The designer is Harold E. Paddon, registered 


architect in New York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania and California. 


Access from one room to another is 
made convenient by the unusual angle 
and placement of tooms. ‘The large 
main rooms all have the open, airy 
aspect which comes with good light 
and ventilation. A quaint little break- 
fast room adjacent to the kitchen is 
equipped with four corner cupboards 
which give this apartment an oc- 
These cupboards are 
marked on the nlans. 

The kitchen wing is fitted with 
built-in equipment which eliminates

New York, N. Y., February 25.— 
(P)—Two world’s record  perform- 
ances, including a sensational lean of 
14 feet 1 inch by Sabin Carr, of Yale, 
that smashed all of his own worlds 
pole vault standards, featured the 
national senior A. A. indoor track 
and field championships tonight. 

Carr applied the crowning touch 
to one of the most spectacular title 
meets ever held indoors when the 
vaulted twice to record-breaking 
heights within five minutes. After 
adding an inch to his indoor mark 
with a vault of 13 feet 10 1+4 inches, 
on his first attempt, Carr came right 
back to soar over the bar at 14 fect 
1 ineh, surpassing by an inch the out- 
door mark he set last May. 

Indoor Records Fall. 

The other world’s indeor record 
was blasted off the books by_ the 
giant Illinois A. C. Weightman, Her) 
Schwarze, who tossed the 16-ponnd 
shot a distance of 49 feet 6 7-S inches, 
This displaced the five-year-old record 
of 48 feet 9 inches, set by Ralph 
Hills, of Princeton. 

Team championship honors went to 
the well-balanced squad of the Illinois 
Athletie club, whieh overthrew the 
New York A: C. 1927 title holders, 
and won the meet for the fifth time 
in six years.

On Tuesday 


Fighters Should Be Well 
Matched in Awkwardness; 
Fight at Los Angeles.

Paolino Uzcudun, the Basque wood- 
chopper, is up against a tough fight 
Tuesday at Los Angeles, when he 
meets George Godfrey. 

If Paolino can knock out Godfrey 
the way he did Harry Wills he will 
step at once into the first place among 
Tunney’s challengers. There isn’t 
another one in the lot who could be 
induced to fight Jimmy Dougherty’s 
ebony giant. 

A few months ago Douzherty -vis- 
ited New York and issued a chal- 
lenge to all the heavyweights who are 
buzzing around Rickard for a chance 
to collect in the elimination bouts and 
perhaps win the opportunity to sprint, 
jab and wrestle with Tunney for a 
smal! slice of a championship gate. 

Dougherty challenged for a week. 
He haunted Rickard's offices until 
Tex went out of town to play golf, 
the doorman put a padlock on the 
railing outside the promoter’s door 
and the flock of heavyweights who 
usually parade up and down the block 
hoping to be called inside to sign some- 
thing went into hiding. 

Dougherty didn’t get a whisper in 
reply to all his challenging, even from 
Jack Sharkey, who once took a deci- 
sion over Godfrey and whipped Har- 
ry Wills. The rough gob who fears 
nobody had become one of those cau- 
tious business men, 

Paolino accepted Jack Doyle's offer 
of a match with Godfrey after Rick- 
ard had slipped the woodchopper a 
blue envelope with inclosed notifica- 
tion that he was no longer one of 
Rickard’s pet eliminators. The Pao- 
lino went to Mexico and knocked out 
Romero Rojas. A heavyweight who 
hasn't knocked out Rojas, in these 
days, is asleep at the switch. 

Paolino is a tough customer. He 
takes them on. the chin and seems 
to enjoy it. But it’s very unlikely 
he will take many left hooks from 
Godfrey without losing his smile. He 
will probably give Godfrey a good 
fight while it lasts. They are well 
matched in awkwardness. 

Godfrey's physical advantages which 
have made him so unpopular among 
heavyweight eliminators should be 
very annoying to Paolino. Godfrey 
has a habit of leaning heavily on his 
man in the clinches. He could hard- 
ly Jean lightly, as he weighs 245 
pounds. If Paolino, who scales about 
190, has to earry Godfrey at inter- 
vals during the fight he will need a 
pair of arch supporters. Godfrey is 
6 feet 4, which is 6 inches more than 
Paolina, and his reach is greater in 
proportion than that. Godfrey can 
rub his kneecaps with both hands 
without leaning over. Paolino is the 
first big town fighter who has been 
sent against Godfrey in Los Angeles. 
Perhaps that will draw a crowd. The 
black hercules has been fed a large 
number of third-rate set-ups and has 
been knocking them over with monot- 
onous regularity.

Will 1926 Conditions Obtain 
in 1928 Is Wall Street Ques- 
tion — Identical Position for 
Two Years—As Long as Profit 
Exists “Play” Money Will Be 
Plentifulh Overproduction 
Causes Unemployment. 


New York, February 25.—What 


Wall street is asking at the close of 
this week “is whether or not the de- 
cline that has occured in the stock 
market from this year’s high prices 
has been completed and if so whether 
or not there will be a resumption of 
the upward price movement as was 
the case in the spring of 1926 when 
conditions in some respects were sim- 
ilar to those recently witnessed. 
Two years ‘ago at this time there 
was a temporary slowing down in gen- 
eral trade. Fundamentals were then 
sound. However, fearing excessive 
speculation in the stock market as 
evidenced by inflated brokers’ loans, 
fhe federal reserve banks increased 
their rediscount rate from 3 1-2 to 4 
per cent. From the middle of Feb- 
ruary, 1926, to the end of March that 
year there was a decline of 30 points 
in the average price of 50 representa- 
tive stocks, followed, however, by 4” 
recovery in general trade with 1926

spring of 1926 when there was disap- 
pointment in general trade because of 
temporary slowing down there was no 
widespread unemployment such as 
now exists which Wall street bankers 
admit is having some effect on the 
country’s purchasing power. On the 
other hand we now have behind us the 
accumulative effect of the slowing 
down in general trade  occurrifig 
throughout 1927 as a result of over- 
production. This overproduction is 
behind the widespread unemployment 
now being reported. Purchasing pow- 
er is thus reduced. 


Earnings Are High. 


But for two factors, the existing 
high level of brokers’ loans and the 
coming presidential election, doubt- 
less the accumulative effect of the 
slowing down that has been witness- 
ed since early in 1927 in production 
or general trade would now be mak- 
ing itself felt. Whether general trade 
continues until November or more or 
less mark time after the peak of 
spring demand is reached in April 
remains’ to be seen. If it does the 
history of other presidential election 
years will be repeated. In_ that 
event, however, unless something now 
unforseen arises, after more than a 


general trade should. be in a position 
to go ahead as it did after Novem- 
ber, 1926. . 

In the meantime the stock market 
irrespective of brokers’ loans is like- 
ly to pay more attention to the 1927 
and 1928 earnings of the average cor- 
poration. While earnings of corpora- 
tions were satisfattory, easy money 
was the dominating influence in the 
stock market. With brokers’ loans 
reduced and general trade continuing 
to mark time we may return to some- 
thing like the easy money market of 
1924. Easy money alone, however, 
does not make a bull stock market. 
In the last analysis there can be no 
healthy sustained bull stock market 
unless the earnings of corporations 
are satisfactory. Money used in the 
stock market might be called “play 
money,” in that it is made up of ex- 
cess funds not finding employment 
elsewhere throughout the country. 
There can be no healthy sustained bull 
stock market when idle funds begin 
to pile up because of a slowing down 
in general trade accompanied by un- 
employment of labor. The time when 
the most profitable employment may 
he found in the stock market for idle 
funds is when general trade, after a 
period of slowing down, is about to

LaGrange Memorial 


Told by Mrs. Smith 


Mrs. Clifford Smith, president of 
LaGrange Woman's club, and librars 
trustee, tells the story of the memo- 
rial library located in LaGrange in 
the following interestingly written 
history.

The commander and every mem- 
ber of the crew went down with the 
submarine, and many of them ex- 
periénced the horrors of a slow 
death for many hours, while every- 
thing humanly possible in a rough 
sea was apparently being done for 
their rescue. 

No member survives to tell of 
what happened before the collision. 
The responsibility for such a tragedy 
rested upon the commander, of 
course. That is fixed under navy 
regulations. But the finding of per- 
sonal guilt upon Commander Jones, 
without any knowledge of the cir- 
cumStances, cannot be justified. His 
name and former good reputation 
Should not go down through the 
ages, in the history of the navy, 
blackened by mere guesses. 

The blame upon the Paulding has 
wider significance than some of the 
higher administrative officials of the 
government seem to think. The 
d-Tribune says: 

“The issue is the serious one as to 
whether the coast guard vessels are 
operated with proper regard to the 
safety of other shipping. The naval 
court finds that no adequate lookout 
was maintained, since no one was as- 
signed to exclusive lookout duty. It 
is to be remembered that the Pauliing 
was traveling at a speed of eighteen 
knots near a harbor in busy waters.

Evolution of the Organic Code of Georgia 


Text of an address delivered Fri- 
day evening, February 24, before the 
' Political Science club at Emory uni- 
versity, by James A. Hollomon, asso- 
ciate editor of The Atlanta Consti- 
tution. 


It would be impossible in one eve- 
ning, even if my time was not lim- 
ited, to relate the constitutional his- 
‘tory of Georgia, or to analyze the 
state’s fundamental laws as they 
istand today. 
| The last constitutional convention 
was held in 1877, and in the fifty 
vears that have gone into history since 
| that time the old document, 
‘in its bulwarks that are fundamental 
in our system of federal as well as 
state governments, has been materially 
changed. 

This has been bhronght about by 
amendments, submitted at various 
times, by the state legislatures, and 
their subsequent ratifications at reg- 
ular elections, as provided in the con- 
stitution, 

Supreme ‘court interpretations of 
specific provisions have also brought 
about changes in the functioning, or 
administration, of many of the or- 
ganic statutes. 

Georgia was chartered after the 
Cnglish revolution and the comple- 
tion of the English constitution by 
the provisions of the bill of rights. 
All of the other original states were 
chartered before Georgia. Hence 
Georgia's independent government was 
based more upon the English consti- 
tution than that of any other state.

The framers of the constitution of 
1877 wrote into it almost the exact 
scheme of the English government. 

Following the establishment, after 
the victory of revolution, of a govern- 
ment of, by and for the people, the 
federal constitution was promulgated 
in 1788. Georgia ratified that consti- 
tution unanimously—the fourth state 
to ratify, and the third without op- 
posing voice. 

Constitution of 1788. 

In order to bring'the atate govern- 
ment in harmonious accord with the 
federal eonstitution Governor Hadley, 
by his legislative authority, called a 
constitutional convention to meet in 
Augusta on November 4, 17838, It 
finished its labors in 20 days. 

The first constitution under a sov- 
ereignty more clearly defined the 
separation of the three branches of 
government. It also created a senate, 
making two branches of the assembly. 
It changed the term and method of 
electing a governor. It provided for 
the president of the senate to suc- 


ceed him in case of death or impeach- | 


ment. It gave the governor a veto 
power, and the power to pardon and 
parole criminals convicted of all 
crimes “except treason and murder.” 
It provided the franchise. It _ pro- 
vided also for freedom of the press, 
trial by jury, freedom of religion and 
the benefit of the writ of habeas cor- 
pus, 

It was the shortest of all Georgia 
constitutions, and in many outstand- 
ing respects the best.

There is the imperative urging of 
international agreement for the preser- 
vation of peace in the two considera- 
tions of the new world consciousness 
and the new individual conscience. 


1. There is the new world con- 
sciousness, 

The oneness of humanity which 
has been held theoretically is now a 
practical actuality. All parts of the 
world are so interlocked by means 
of communication, methods of trans- 
portation, commercial interests, ex- 
change of intellectual ideas as to make 
possible the international mind.

In a 
remarkable article on the subject of 
dealing with conscientious objectors, 
he says, “Both sound morals and 
sound policy require that the state 
should not violate the conscience of 
the individual. All our history gives 
confirmation of the view that liberty 
of conscience has a mora! and social 
value’ which makes it worthy of pres- 
ervation at the hands of the state... 
When one realizes the seriousness of 
their purpose and the power of their 
influence he can have no illusion that 
the mere application of force to con- 
scientious objectors will bring any real 
solution of the problem. Most of them, 
at least of the religious objectors, were 
neither physical nor moral cowards.” 

There is no analogy between the 
right of the Christian — conscience 
against war and those who contend 
for “personal liberty” as against the 
eighteenth amendment. The liquor 
advocates contend for their individual 
right in support of the liquor traffic 
which destroys life. The peace ad- 
vocates contend for their individual 
conscience jin support of peace which 
saves life. The one is Christian lib- 
ertv, the other is un-Christian license, 

Peace is a Christian ideal. Intem- 
perance is an un-Christian practice. 

We know that Pitt was right in 
his opposition to the war with the 
American colonies and that the mass 
psychology of his country was wrong. 

We know that Bright was right in 
his opposition to the Crimean war and 
that the misguided populace was 
wrong. We believe that Llord George 
and Ramsay MacDonald were right 
in opposing the Boer war and that 
their country was wrong. We be- 
lieve that Abraham Lincoln and Gen- 
eral Grant were right in condemning 
the Mexican war and that our gov- 
ernment was wrong. We believe that 
President McKinley was richt in his 
first position against the war with 
Spain and that the western republican 
senators who were gnided by the mo- 
tive of their own political safety were 
wrong. We believe that the Christian 
conscience of America was right in 
ite declaration against war with Mex- 
ico and that Fall, who was secretary 
of the interior, and Dougherty and 
Doheny and Sinclair and the vellow 
press, who wanted to fight Mexico, 
were wrong. 

We helieve that in anv future is- 
sue those who would submit any dif- 
ficulty to arhitration, a league of na- 
tions or world court, would be right, 
and that the jingoistic patriots who 
would advise violent methods would 
be wrong. 

Arthur Ponsonby, M. P., of Eng- 
land, says: “‘And so we can ask the 
people to speak for themselves, each 
one individually, and say whether they 
will have any -part or let in the 
senseless and barbarous method of at- 
dif- 
ferences. No government can wage 
war without them. If they want peace 
they can have it.”

They have placed undue} 
emphasis on the question of whole, 
grain cereals in place of the refined 
cereals or cereal products so much 
used in our modern diet. There is no 
question about the greater amount of 
calcium (lime) in the whole grain than 
in the refined cereal product, but at 
hest the cereals are not very rich 
sources of calcium for man, as com- 
pared with milk, cheese, egg yolk or 
even green vegetables. 

Just What Is This Pyorrhea? 

Pyorrhea means a flow or discharge 
of pus. Twenty years ago such a state 
of the gums or tooth sockets was com- 
monly known as Riggs’ disease. It

use this term to indicate a condition 
of the gums. It didn't ocenr to me at 
the moment, but I am pleased now to 
recall that my dentist did not employ 
the loose term, but instead used the 
term gingivitis (both gs soft) as he 
pointed out some suspicious areas on 


| my gums and ordered me to resume 


brushing my teeth. These reddened 
spots, he said, might prove the begin- 
ning of gingivitis—which was just the 
right scare for my dentist to give me, 
[ believe, Anyway, I’ve been toying 
with a toothbrush lately and even us- 
ing a little plain toilet soap on it. 
In the days of Riggs’ disease it 
seemed that only a few unfortunates 
had it. Here and there some dentist 
made a strong play for special distine- 
tion in the treatment of pyorrhea and 
incidentally accumulated a snug com- 
petence from the fancy fees he gath- 
ered in as a “specialist.” Nowadars, I 
am glad to observe, the pyorrhea spe- 
cialist in dentistry is not in good 
standing; he is something like the 


medical charlatan who presents him- 


self to the publie as a specialist in 
(iseases of women, children and 
ehrenie ailments of men. For one 
thing, the practice of dentistry, in 
is now on a pretty high 
plane, and what is more important, the 
public appears to discriminate more 
intelligently between the reputable 
dentist and the dangerons quack den- 
tist than the public has ever done in 
reference to medical quackery. For 
another, the dentists have made peo- 
ple understand that this disease of the 
gums or teeth sockets is pretty common 
—some dentists declare that few civ- 
ized mouths are without any traces 
of gingivitis—and consequently every- 
body knows that every good dentist 
treats such disease and no “specialist” 
has any particular advantage over 
other good dentists in the management 
of pyorrbea alveolaris, Riggs’ disease 
or gingivitis. 

Ten or 15 years ago a medical man, 
euriously enough, introduced a “‘spe- 
cific’ for this disease, namely, emetin, 
the active principle of ipecac. He 
argued that this medicine had prove: 
practically a specifie cure for amebic 
dysentery (tropical diseage) and 
thought he had demonstrated a kind of 
ameba as the probable cause of pyer- 
rhea. In practiee the emetin, or ipecac 
itself, proved rather helpful in many 
cases of sponginess and bleeding of the 
gums. But that is all it proved. It is 
still much used for hardening soft 
gums—of course in very minute quan- 
tities—for instance one drop of fluid- 
extract of ipecac in one or two ounces 
of water or alcohol, and one or two 
drops of this solution on the muvist 
brush or rubbed on the gums with the 
finger once or twice daily. 

The nature and cause of this wide- 
spread condition of the mouth is still 
a question of a great deal of study. 
But it begins to look like a question of 
nutrition. Gingivitis or pyorrhea is 
probably a nutritional disease, a de- 
ficiency disease, preventable (though 
perhaps not curable) by a diet that 
will supply an adequate vitamin ra- 
tion and an adequate calcium (lime) 
ration. The vitamifii al ym re | 
quirements are closely associated, and 
it is probable that, irrespective of 
source. even a liberal supply of the 
one will net suffice to prevent the dis- 
ease without a fair supply of the other 
in the diet.

SEEING ITALY. 


Seeing Italy. By KE. M. Newman, 
guthor of Newman Traveltalks. 
There has always been a certain charm 
about books on this beautiful country 
of golden sunshine, of ruins, music, art 
and architecture, each American trav- 
eler returning home thrilled with the 
many experiences of beautiful scenery, 
lakes and lakelets, mountains and pic- 
turesque villages which it has been 
his pleasure to see. 

Like many other popular subjects. 
there is always something else to say 
and in writing this rambling romance 
of a land which has become nearer 
and dearer since Enrico Caruso, pos- 
sessor of a golden voice which has 
thrilled America time and again, and 
‘a golden heart which endeared him 
to Americans, sailed for his uative 
land never to return. No American 
traveler ever goes to Italy now that 
he does not find his way to. Naples 
and there stand in silence before (the 
church of San Francesco Di Paola, 
where people from many lands ~ wit- 
nessed Caruso's paaeray and how he- 
fore his tomb. Naples was his birth- 
place and he asked to be buried there, 
where mausoleums cling to the hillside 
bevond the sound of the human voice. 

Mr. Newman has written no guide 
hook. He is an experienced ‘ravel- 
er and- he prepared this material 
with the same care and thought 
that a gardener selects his flow- 
ers—not for one lover of  flow- 
ers, but for the many. So, in look- 
ing over the interesting places and 
attractive illustrations, the reader can 
select the ones that impress him the 
most, for a tourist cannot see all the 
beauty and+ grandeur of Italy in a 
suinmer. No, not even in a lifetime. 

For instance, he tells in his orig- 
inal style the story of the beautiful 
art treasures to be found in the werld- 
known museums of Italy—even Na- 
ples alone is filled with rich treasures 
of art. A most interesting chapter 
is “The Neapolitan Riviera.” Then 
comes Capri and Sicily and the first 
thing an old traveler will tell you, 

“don't forget to see thie blue grotto 
at Capri—where the azure light comes 
through the rift where your boat en- 
tered,” and, of course, you will not 
overlook the old Capri fisherman wear- 
ing a searlet cap and_ with his long- 
stemmed pipe. “All Roads Lead to 
Rome,” and while the traveler is eager 
to reach the Eternal City, it is much 
better, says Mr. Newman, to spend 
a few days on Italian sdil; each city 
is like an individual and has a dis- 
tinct personality, so there will be 
plenty of interesting places to see be- 
fore you start out on the famous road 
to Rome. 

The question has often been asked, 
“How long should a visitor spend in 
Rome?” The writer answers “as long 
as you can.” No matter whether it is 
one week or two weeks, every day will 
be filled with sightseeing and no trav- 
eler ever leaves without regret. It 
would take pages to tell of 
churches, the gardens, the 
and other places of interest, all filled 
with the splendor of the world. And 
then you pass on to the hill towns 
until you reach the City of Flowers. 

It was Elizabeth Barrett Browning 
who described Florence as the most 
beautiful city “with the golden Arno 
shot through the breast of her.’ This 
is the city that is also called ‘The 
Cradle of Renaissance Art,” for it 
never loses its charm—it is the city 
that has given to the world poets, 
painters, sculptors, masters of art 
and music—it expresses romance, poet- 
ry, tragedy and all that is beattiful. 
It is a city quite different to’ Rome 
and with the beautiful Arno flowing 
through the center as it nestles down 
in the valley, how can the reader and 
the tourist forget those who have 
given so much to the world through 
this City of Flowers? 

And there are quite a number of 
other cities where you may linger 
for a short while, and then the tour- 
ist will behold Venice, the Dream City, 
with its silver trails of water, gor- 
geous coloring, its towers, domes and 
steeples, its gondolas and _ listening 
to the far-away ‘music of the gon- 
doliers wntil it beeomes 
echo. There is nothing like it in all 
the world. It has been described like 
“a city moored in the Adriatic, with 
the group of mountain lakes strung 
along the base of the Alps like an 
emerald necklace.” A chapter is de- 
voted to a “Street of Palaces,” but 
the tourist must not linger any long- 
er for there is Tyrol, and then the 
Italian lakes, Milan and Genoa, and 
it is probably here that you will find 
the steamer waiting. “Beyond the Alps 
lies Italy.” and the American tourist 
is truly capable of seeing and é@x- 
> pressing the pleasure experienced by 
“Seeing Italy.” (Funk & Wagnalls 
Co., New York.)

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~do we call some men hon- 

est? Is honesty a quality 

like red hair that one either 

has or does not have? What 

conditions in early training 

are most likely to encourage 

an honest attitude? Does knowledge 

of honesty usually accompany honest 

behavior? Does a desire to do the 

honest thing necessarily mean honest 

action? How-can parents and teach- 

ers most effectively help a child to 
be honest? 
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By Herbert E. Hawkes

If we knew the answers to these 
questions the millennium would be 
nearer at hand than it appears to be. 
For some reason that is hard to un- 
derstand, most of us have had the 
idea that honesty is a general trait 
possessed by some human beings and 
not possessed by others, a kind of res- 
ervoir of rectitude that is full in the 
case of complete honset people, halt 
full with others and empty or nearly 
so for the dishonest man. 

If this were true one could find out 


whether or not a person is honest by 
the same method as one would test a 
watermelon. Take out a sample plug. 
If the plug is good the whole melon is 
good, if bad the whole is bad. This 
kind of procedure is very closely de- 
scriptive of the method of so-called 
disciplirary officers in many of our 
schools and colleges, not to mention 
homes and the state. 

Does this manney of approaching 
the quéstion of hones y check up with 
one’s Gwn conscious4ass?'- 1 do not 


think that it does. Who among tht 
readers of these words does not ree 
call many acts that he habitually per- 
forms, or, at any rate, has been guilty 
of on occasion, that cannot be called 
honest? We may say that the de- 
mands of courtesy require us to lie, 
or that the apparent desirability of 
getting something for ourselves or for 
some one else making us deceive 

We may excuse ourselves; in fact 
we may have a perfect alibi, but w%.o 
among us is completely honest? On 
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the other hand ,who is completely dis- 
honest? There is honor among 
thieves. Much of our literature, par- 
ticularly dramatic literature. portrays 
men and women whose sense of 
honor in certain particulars is close to 
zero, but who excite our admiration 
for their fineness of integrity in other 
respects. 

Evidently the question is not one 
that admits a simple answer. We need 
a lot of careful and wise analysis of 
human behavior and of what lies 
back of that behavior before any ot 
the queries of the first paragraph can 
be definitely answered. 

It is a matter of profound impor- 
tance that a good start toward the 
scientific study of these questions has 
been taken up and enough progress 
made so that we can begin to see in 
what direction the truth about this 
aspect of human nature lies. For the 
last tive years Professor Hugh Harts- 
horne, of Teachers college, Columbia 
university, and Professor Mark A. 
May, of Yale university, have been 
engaged in an investigation of this 
field under a subvention-from the In- 
stitute of Social and Religious Re- 
search. Although their, studies are 
not complete they are |/far enough 
along to afford a more solid basis for 
an intellivent treatment*‘of youth by 
parents, teachers and deans that we 
possessed heretofore. 

To describe in detail the twenty or 
thirty tests which have been given 
would be quite impossible in a short 
account of the study. They have 
been given to many thousand chil- 
dren in different parts of the country, 
in various types of schools and with 
every variety of background and 
home training. But even so, only the 
surface of the immense field of char- 
acter analysis and training has been 
scratched. There is no doubt, how- 
ever, that the path has been blazed 
for future investigations which will 
either verify or call in question the re- 
sults which have been tentatively 
reacned. 

Professors Hartshorne and May 
have first attempted to obtain an idea 
of the extent to which a knowledge 
of good and evil exists among the 
thousands of children whom they 
have examined. .To accomplish this 
a great variety of situations have been 
described to children and their an- 
swers kept for comparison with the 
actual behavior of these same chil- 
dren. 

One test furnishes a sort of rough 
index to knowledge of behavior, 
which is indicated by whether or not 
the child looks upon the act as a duty. 

A hundred items of the following 
nature were used, the subject being 
asked to indicate whether the act stat- 
ed is his duty, is not his duty, or is 
sometimes his duty and sometimes 
not: 
i—To help a slow or dull

A study of these results indicates 
that there is no Moral Knowledge Age 
similar to the Mental Age that is so 
well understood. That is, while we 
may say that a boy of fourteen years 
has a mental age of six years, we Can- 
not say that there is any standard of 
moral knowledge that a child of six 
years normally reaches at that age. 
Moral knowledge depends on some- 
thing beside the age of the individual. 

The investigation is concerned not 
only with mere knowledge of the dif- 
ference between a high level and a 
low level of integrity, but with an 
estimate as to whether the child 
thinks he would actually do the right 
thing or, at any rate, would like to 
behave on the higher level. A few 
of the multitude of devices used to 
get this information are questions like 
the following: 

If another pupil wants 
your work and hand it in: 

a. Let him do it and say nothing 
about it. 

b. Let 
teacher. 

c. Don’t let him do it and 
nothing. 

d. Don’t let him do it and 
the teacher he wanted to. 

e. Don’t let him and tell him

All of the foregoing Studies are pre- 
liminary to an investigation of how 
children actually behave in a great va- 
riety of situations. These situations 
are zrouped under several heads, as, 
for example, cheating in class, cheat- 
ing in home work, cheating in games 
of various kinds. 

The following are two of the situ- 
ations used in this investigation. Two 
tests in arithmetic of equal difficulty 
were so carefully prepared that if a 
child were able to answer a certain 
number of questions in one test he 
would certainly be able to answer at 
least about the same number on the 
other one. One of these tests was 
given to students who were asked to 
correct their own papers by referring 
to a set of answers to the questions 
which were given to them by the 
teachers. The next day the other test 
was given to the same children, but 
no answers were provided. By com- 
paring the results of the two tests the 
boys and girls who cheated in rating 
their own questions could be deter- 
mined with reasonable accuracy. 

A very interesting test for stealing 
was also presented to thousands of 
students. A small box containing 89 
cents in coins was given to the stu- 
dents, who were asked to arrange 
these coins on a series of circles in the 
bottom of the box. The test was 
really a kind of puzzle which was 
somewhat difficult to carry through. 
The real object of the test, however, 
was to see whether the money would 
come back. 

The results of these tests and 
scores of others have been compared 
with each other, and the accomplish- 
ment of individual children on several 
tests is observed. It turns out that 
many children who will steal money 
will not cheat, while many others will 
cheat in one way but in no other of 
the several wavs for which they have 
opportunity. 

It should be emphasized that in 
these studies scrupulous care is taken 
not to lead the boy into temptation. 
Doctors Hartshorne and May assure 
us that they have taken extreme pre- 
caution to use no motives that are not 
actually employed in the school con- 
cerned and to employ no opportunity 
that is not similar to opportunities in- 
herent in the school situation. The 
moral strain under which a child is 
put on one of these tests is by no 
means as great as that under which 
he is put when he is doing work re- 
quired for promotion or taking a state 
examination. 

Another side of the investigation 
has to do with a study of the kind of 
home environment, school conditions, 
economic and cultural level to which 
each child has been exposed. 

An attempt was made, however, to 
determine whether the economic 
Status of the parents correlated close- 
ly with the honesty of children. A 
further interesting aspect of the study 
was a test of etiquette and a statis- 
tical study as to whether good man- 
ners were more likely to accompany 
integrity than bad manners. The re- 
Sults seem to indicate that the same 
factors that lead to a knowledge of 


right and wrong also lead to a knowl- 
edge of etiquette.

The tendency to cheat in school al- 
most always accompanies a lack of 
cordial relation between teachers or 
school administrators and the chil- 
dren. That is, it depends very large- 
lv on the morale of the school. In 
the words of Doctor May: 

“Comparing 1,200 public school 
children in two cities with children in 
six private schools, we find that four 
times as many of these public school 
children will deceive as in the case of 
these particular private school 
dren. This may be due to either a 
highly selected population in the pri- 
vate schools or to fundamental differ- 
ences in method or morals. 

If method is what does it,-then chil- 
dren from equivalent homes in public 
school and private school and with 
equivalent intelligence should. still 
show a difference in favor of the pri- 
vate school. We equalized two sets 
of children in socio-economic level 
and- intelligence, one from a private 
chool and one from a public schoo! 
in the same city. There-were thirts 
three in each group. 

By the establishment of 
of mutual confidence, by elevating 
the attitude of the home and_ the 
school toward all of the situations that 
involve straightforward and _ honest 
hehavior is the surest Wa to build up 
a technique of character education 
that will yield results. The develop- 
ment of character should result from 
a careful and a specific education, 
rather than from too much_ punish- 
ment or too many sermons.

What Has Happened to Justice? 


Woman Was Freed Even Though She 
Admitted Her Hands Held Scissors 
That Killed Racetrack Don Juan 


ID ever a woman, denying 
murder, admit more than 
Mary Karn? Many years 
before the tragedy, Walter 
Snyder had taken her to live 
with him and he had aban- 
doned her later to take up with an- 
other of the numerous women he 
wooed and won. Then, after some 
five or six years, he returned to her. 
And two months later Snyder died 
with a scissors wound in his heart. 


Mary Karn admitted Snyder had 
provoked her. For one thing, he had 
persisted in splashing water on her 
hair after she had taken a bath. For 
another, she had found that he had 
not given up other women for her. 
She admitted that she threatened him, 
that she held the scissors in her hands 
and pointed toward his heart that, in 
fact, scissors were Still in’ her 
hand the point pierced his 
breast. 

And yet this woman insisted she 
did not kill her faithless lover. He 
had, she said, killed himself. 

The woman was never even tried. 
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In romantic fiction, Don Juans die, 
as a rule, rather grandly. Real life is 
different. Walter Snyder, for in- 
stance, who was quite a Don Juan, 
died because he splashed water on 
his mistress’ hair. And it was no be- 
jeweled dagger that found his philan- 
dering neart. -It was a pair of scis- 
SOTS. 

Furthermore, he was clothed in no 
gay operatic garb for his final scene. 
As a matter of fact, all he had on was 
a union suit. 

This is not to say that Mary Karn, 
the particular mistress, he was living 
with at the time, killed him. So far 
as the record goes, she did not kill 
him. Her story was that Snyder seiz- 
ed her wrists while she held the scis- 
sors in her two hands and that he 
plunged the point into his heart. The 
authorities ridiculed the story, but 
could not overthrow it. 

To say that Snyder died because he 


splashed water. on Mary Karn’s hair is” 


to tell only part of the story. That 
was merely the immediate caus2 of 
death. The funda- 


mustache. He had a strong person- 
ality, the sort of personality women 
like. He had been a jockey, racetrack 
tout, bartender, gambler, fair man- 
ager, sporting writer and general ex- 
pert on horses. _ 

Horses and—women. 

If he had been a rich man, Snyder 
would have acquired a string of 
horses and followed the race meet- 
ings the year round. But he couldn't 
aftord this. . He acquired, instead, a 
string of women. Some of them he 
married and some he merely eloped 
with. The records show five women 
who figured in his romantic adven- 
tures but, according to friends of the 
man, there were dozens of others. 


No Record of Marriage. 

He met Mary Karn in Morristown, 
N. J., in 1899, when he was a bar- 
tender in a roadhouse owned by Bar- 
ney Demorest. According to Mary, 
he was at this time married to a Bal- 
timore girl named Amy or Annie 
Tracy, but he divorced his wite to 
marry Mary. Only he didn’t marry 
her. 

After the tragedy in 1912 she at 
first told the police Snyder had mar- 
ried her she couldn’t remember 
iust where or when. No record of 
the marriage ever was found. 

Snyder and Mary lived together 
then for several years. He Became 
interested In various young women, 
one named Edna Bush in Boston, and 
a Miss Bertha Yaeger in Detroit, 
where in time he became secretary of 
the Detroit Driving club, one of the 
best-known trotting horse organiza- 
tions in the country. 

Finally he dropped Mary and in 
{O08 married Miss Yaeger in Detroit. 

The following year, while he was 
managing the Connecticut state fair 
at Hartford, Snyder fascinated his 
yvouns stenceranher, Miss Helen Caul- 

field, daughter of a 


mental cause of his 
faithlessness was 
his unwillingness to 
devote himself to 
one woman—even 
one woman at a 
time. 

From his first 
appearance on the 
scene to the morn- 
ing in April, 1912, 
when he died in a 
bathtub with a scis- 
sors wound in his 
heart, Walter Sny- 
der exhibited all the 
characteristics of a 
complete rake. To 
him women = were 
but playthings of 
passion, toys to use 
for awhile and 
then to cast aside. 

“I’ve known and 
loved and perhaps 
been loved by ev- 
ery type of woman 
God ever made,’’ 
he told friends.

Miss Caul- 
field succumbed to

Miss Karn said she soon found out 
that Snyder had been living with Miss 
Caultield, but he promised to give 
Helen up, she said.

About the middle of February, 
1912, Snyder and Mary went to live 
on West 146th street and a month 
later they sublet a furnished apart- 
ment at 930 St. Nicholas avenue. 


And in this apartment Walter Sny- 
der died two weeks later on Sunday, 
April 7, 1912. 

“I don’t know how it all came 
about, but I had gone to the bath- 
room to take a bath some time be- 
fore noon, between 11 and 12 
o’clock,”’ she told the detectives. 
“While I was in the bathroom Wal- 
ter came in and began to throw water 
on my hair.

Did ever a woman, denying mur- 
der, admit more than this?

The accompanying picture is a view 
of the rear of the house. This mon- 
arch of the past has eight rooms, a 
cellar and a large garret, making it 
what is called a three-story house. 
When erected a hundred and thirty 
years ago it had no equal within a 
hundred miles and was considered 
palatial and was the first brick house 
built in Wilkes county. : 

The land grant records of the state 
show that at the close of the Revolu- 


tionary war there was a rapid influx

of population from_ representative 
families of Virginia and North Caro- 
lina to Wilkes county, Georgia. Some 
had previously taken out ‘‘a settler’s 
grant” and also obtained a grant for 
services in the army. At this time we 
find that the Anthony’s of Virginia 
came to Wilkes, they brought with 
them money and slaves. There was 
Micajah, Joseph, Mark and Bowling 
with their sister Rachel Anthony, who 
settled on Broad river and Fishing 
creek. 

Bowling married Nancy Stone, a 
sister of Osborne Stone, and Rachel 
Anthony married James Lane and 
they took up land grants of several 
hundred acres on Fishing creek. The 
records show that Bowling Anthony’s 
claim was 600 acres, seven miles from 
the courthouse of Wilkes county, and 
he began at once to build houses, im- 
prove the primeval conditions, and 


conceived the idea of constructing a 
commodious dwelling to his own no- 
tion. It was completed after seven 
years and bears the date of 1798. 
The brick were made from the red 
clay on the plantation. The lumber 
used was all heart pine and cedar and 
was sawed by the servants with the 
old-fashioned whip-saw, as there were 
no saw mills at this time. The way 
this work was accomplished was by 
two men, one standing on a scaffold 
which was built over a pit; down in 


the pit was a man who pulled the long 
saw downward and a man on the 
scaffold jerked it up again. This was 
for the heavy beams and rafters. 

The lime was gotten from pound- 
ing oyster shells which were brought 
up Broad river on flat’ boats from 
Savannah. The sand was obtained 
from Hogsfolk creek, which runs 
through the plantation and it was 
thoroughly washed and sifted at the 
creek to obtain clean flint sand. The 
plastering is almost indestructible to- 
day in this old house, it seems to have 
gone through the laths and petrified 
on the inside of the walls.

of the Indians.

A 
headdress, for instance, is peculiar 
unto herself. A Mahometan some- 
times wears a thin gold fillet around 
her head, with a small roll of gold in 
the center of the forehead. Inside this 
roll is kept a written extract from the 
Koran. Rajputni women have an odd 
way of loading their arms with brace- 
lets solidly from elbow to shoulder or 
from wrist to elbow. These bracelets 
are of anything from bone to gold,

told her story to the detectives and 
later to Coroner Herman Hellen- 
stein. She was a small woman, 35 
years’ old, black-haired, black-eyed, 
rather sharp featured but not unat- 
tractive. She wore no jewels and no 
wedding ring, though she said she had 
married Snyder in 1904. 

Dr. Otto Schultze who testified in 
the Hall-Mills case and many other 
notable murder cases in this section, 
performed the autopsy and announc- 
ed that only one of the four wounds 
caused death. Two were on the left 
side of the breast, one had entered 
at the fifth rib into the covering of 
the heart. Snyder lived at least an 
_ hour and half after the. wounds 
vere inflicted, according to Dr. 
Schultze. 

She bore the coroner’s inquisition 
easily, at times even showing some 
amusement at the manner of his ques- 
tionin®’, but when she was led to the 
Tombs her composure broke and she 
wept and wrung her hands. 

“! don’t see how you can 
me responsible for his -death,’ 
sobbed, ‘“‘l loved him. I didn’t want 
him to die. I was so happy to have 
him with me again after all these 
yYea’s. i 

Investigation of the dead man’s life 
disclosed his ‘innumerable romances 
and brought tu light two passionate 
latters from Mary to Snyder. They 
were made public by the man’s wife 
in Detroit. One, written in 1907, 
after Snyder had left her, follows: 
My dear Walter:
